In terms of 
cold intellect and a thorough sensitivity to 
every shade and incident of politics, I have 
néver met his match, I remember him ex- 
pressing 4n opinion to me about his colleague, 
Richard Crossman, His point: that the ter- 
rible deficiency of the intelleetual in politics is 
his tendency to be either contemptuous of, or 
indifferent to, popular sentiment. Mr. Wilson 
believed that President Kennedy was demon- 
strating the all-round quatities of the intetlec- 
tual in “politics by his total ruthtessness in 
using every tune and instrument of American 
media in getting to the average guy and in 
taking much of the whole society along with 
him, 


‘Plunge Into It 


Many people will speculate that Wilson's nar- 
row yictory may inhibit the introduction of his 
very thorough economic program. I believe 
he'll plunge right into it and in the doing will 
take his case to the people over. the heads of 
the parliamentarians in the same way that 
President Kennedy. did. And the contrast will 
come in this. Where Kennedy found a recalci- 
trant Congress Walking much 6f what he and 
the public opinion wanted, Mr. Wilson will have 
public opinion as a” leverage to control the 
British Parliament. I expect that the British 
wilt develop an awe of Mr. Wilson, particularly 
among the middle classes where intelligence is 
so much respected, and with the lower classes 
there: will come a feeling of wonder at his 
cheeky knowingness. 

Lastly, the departure of Nikita Khrushchev 
must be the mest shocking experience thatthe 
Russians have had to face in generations. It 
was apparent to me in my Russian visit that 
this man was really loved because he symbol- 
ized the first opening-up of Communist society 
to the human preoccujiations of friendliness and 
better family living standards and matérial 
comforts. Several times in Leningrad College 
students and librarians tried to express-to-me 
that what they were really saying was “we 
don’t fear this man; he is not a stranger and 
be isn't distant from us."" Aside from the ap- 
prehension they must now be feeling, there 
must be an immense’ passive resistance in 
prospect if. the mew leaders turn away from 
the Khrushchev policies on peaceful co-exist- 
ence and a better living for the people.
